New York, Dec. 23.—Even in the face 
of certain knowledge that news of the 
result of the jury’s deliberations would 
not be forthcoming uutii after 10 o'clock 
t’o-day, stores of persons remained all 
night around the Criminal court build¬ 
ing, hoping to be the tirst to hear the 
verdict in the case of Nan Patterson. 

Driven from the building just before 
midnight, when the jury was locked up 
for the night by order of Justice Davis, 
the curious crowd gathered in little kuota 
in sheltered places in the vicinity to wait 
and K|**culatc and insure for themselves 
an advantageous position in the line 
when the floors were again Opened to¬ 
day. Even in those hours when Lite dim 
light which came through the windows 
of the jury room indicated that the jur¬ 
or* hud given up their argument* for the 
night and were attempting to sleep, ru¬ 
mors from inside the building found their 
way to the patient waiters. The source 
of these rumors no one knew, and little 
faith was placed on their truthfulness. 

In the early night mysterious informa¬ 
tion had it that Hie jury stood firm on 
the basis of nine for acquittal, one fur 
conviction of murder in the second de¬ 
gree and two unable to agree upon the 
degree of manslaughter, of which they 
believed the prisoner guilty. Before day¬ 
light there had been u decided change in 
the sentiment of the jury, according to 
report which gained considerable circu¬ 
lation at the time, and had if that eleven 
jurors favored acquittal, with one hold¬ 
ing out for conviction of murder in the 
first degree. 

Of course there was alwolutely nothing 
to strt»stnutiat'e these rumors, but every 
bit of gossip was anxiously seize I upon 
by* those who hud waited so long. 

A little after 7 o'clock this morning 
the' jurors, guarded by court officers, 
marched out to a near-by restaurant for 
their morning meal. As they cann* 
through the Franklin street exit the 
jurors met a crowd of no less than 200 
persons. Nothing could lie learned from 
the face* of the jurors, which expressed 
nothing but weariness. 

Nan Patterson collapsed in the Tomb* 
today so completely that the efforts of 
the matron nud warden and her father 
to help her were of no avail, and Dr. 
Levin, the physician at the prison, had 
to he called. She was revived consider¬ 
ably, but it was feared that she would 
collapse again when she went to the 
courtroom. As soon as she was com- 1 
pletely composed she was led across the 
Bridge of Sighs to the criminal court 
building. She was taken to the “pen" in 
the court building to wait until a verdict 
had been reached or some conclusion had 
been arrived at. 

Failed to Agree. 

New York, Dec. 23.—Mr. Justice 
Davis arrived in the courtroom shortly 
before 11.30 o’clock, and Immediately 
sent an officer of the court to summon 
the jury to the courtroom presumably 
to inquire whether they had reached a 
i verdict. The jury reported to the judge 
that they had been unable to agree <ai 
a verdict*, and were sent back for further 
deliberation. 

District Attorney Jerome said: “In 
event of the disagreement I will make 
an investigation of how the jury stands. 
If the overwhelming view of the jury Is 
for acquittal there is n probability she 
will never lie tried again.” 

At 12.51 the jury reported that they 
could not ngreo, and they were dis¬ 
charged. The jury was not polled. 

When; the jury came in at 12.50 Miss 
Patterson became nervous. The color of 
her face seemed to deepen, if that were 
possible, and her whole attitude showed 
that she wai undergoing keen suffering. 
When the jury reported their disagree¬ 
ment and the justice discharged them, 
she turned to her father and threw her¬ 
self on his shoulders, weeping bitterly.

Australia 
nud Canada, but each of the special cor¬ 
respondents of the Times in Canada, the 
States and England, the different adver¬ 
tising agencies with which the Times has 
business, and other*, received 1 one of 
these souvenirs. The newspapers includ¬ 
ed all the leading paper*, from the Lon¬ 
don Time* down. 

In addition 'o these a number of promi¬ 
nent people iu political and business life 
iu Enstern Canada were remembered. 

The whole venture was carried out 
locally, the holly nud violets being from 
the garden of It. II. Johnson A Co., and 
the boxes (icing specially manufactur'd 
by Ilibheu A Co. The cover of tho 
boxes bore n tasteful design in two 
colors, red and green, design'd uud exe¬ 
cuted by the It. C. Engraving Company, 
of this city. The word* "Xmas Greet¬ 
ings” were enclosed 1 in a holly wreath in 
the upper corner, the red and the green 
being brought out in the natural colors.

Gathered in Victoria Gardens, Xmas,

FRENCH DEMAND 


The Sultan of Morocco Must Explain 
Hi* Recent Action ami Make 
Reparation. 


Improved Condition* ail Dm*Urn—Traffic 
Still Interrupted in Many Parts. 


(Associated Press.) 

Paris, Dec. 23.—The foreign office con¬ 
siders the situation iu Morocco to tie ex¬ 
tremely grave. Tho Sultan’s dismissal 
of hi* French and other military ad¬ 
viser* has been follow'd by a number of 
other acta showing hi* intention to in¬ 
terrupt the execution of the French 
policy. Accordingly the French minister 
at Tangier has been instructed to secure 
the withdrawal from the Moroccan cap¬ 
ital of the French consul, the commander 
and all the members of the military mis¬ 
sion aud all the French citizen* unless 
the Sultan vacate* his previous offensive 
action, and offers suitable explanation. 

The French minister ha* been instruct¬ 
ed to eonummicate this to the Sultan at 
the same time he notifies the consol, 
military men and citizens to prepare to 
depart. 

The officials here say-that no definite, 
military or naval step*, have yet been 
taken ns these await the Sultan’s re¬ 
sponse to the minister’s demand, but a 
demonstration in force will follow if a 
suitable explanation and reparation ars 
not promptly given.

It was reported that the six votes for 
conviction stood as follows: One for 
mnrder in the second degree, two for 
manslaughter in the first degree, and 
three for manslaughter In the second de¬ 
gree. It is said there was no vote for 
murder in the first degree.

SYMPATHY WITH COUNTESS. 


Count May Decline to Order Forfeiture 

of Allowance of $7,500. 

(Associated Press.) 

Dresden, Saxony, Dec. 23.—Countess 
Montignoso, formerly tho Crown Prin¬ 
cess Louise, and divorced wife of King 
Frederick Augustus, by coming to Dres¬ 
den and trying to see her children yester¬ 
day has probably forfeited her allowance 
of $7,500, one of the conditions which 
was that sjie would not set foot on Ger¬ 
man soil. The condition, however, may 
not be enforced, a* popular sympathy 
with the Countees is so strong already 
the court, would avoid anything giving 
the impression of punishing the Cotmtesa 
for her total womanly feeling.

“There is one torpiMo boat to the 
starboard of the Sevastopol and one 
pumping vessel to ix»rt, together with 
one vessel resembling a mine layer, all 
of which are busily engaged in pumping, 
but it will lie difficult to restore Che sea¬ 
worthiness of the warship. 

“On the night of I>eeember 10th. one 
of our torpedoes struck the bow of a 
Russian torpedo boat destroyer and 
ilint vessel is now ngr» und." 

Another report' from Admiral Togo 
received later says; 

“After pergonal observation outside 
POrt Arthur, I found that the Sevasto¬ 
pol, wuich was attacked by our torpedo 
flotilla. U now nnenored in tho shallow* 
about 40<f yards from the shore of Cheng- 
tno mountain. The Russian* are en¬ 
gaged in pumping, but the Sevastopol is 
listing at least ten degrees, with her 
Low slightly sunk. There can fa* no hope 
of restoring the vessel to fighting trim 
considering the present condition of 
Port Arthur, and I judge that she has 
been completely disabled. 

“I also observed! that the enemy’s de¬ 
stroyers, which were torpedoed by us, 
have been destroyed.”

Zinc Reduction Work* to Be Located 
There By C. Fernnw. 


New Opera Cloaks Reduced 


“The zinc mnelter for the Crow’s Nest 
I‘ass, of which there has been much talk 
for several months, is to become a reality 
nnd is to be located at Frank,” says the 
Nelson News. "A telegram was received 
nt Nelson on. Monday from C. Ferimu, 
promoter of the undertaking, stating 
that a decision to that effect had been 
definitely reached. 

“The Daily News is informed that 
work on the erection- of the smelter will 
be commenced at once,, or ns soon us 
preliminary matters can be arranged, 
and that it is the intention of the pro¬ 
moters to prosecute the work all winter 
with the idea of being ready to begin 
operations early next seasou. To enablo 
the work to be carried on during the 
winter, it is stated that the buildings 
will in* erected first without permanent 
foundations, nnd that when these are up 
it will be practicable to lay the founda¬ 
tions inside them for the plant without 
danger of ,the masonry being injured by 
frost. It is stated! that the plant to be¬ 
gin with is to Im> built on th** bnsis ^n 
thousand retorts, with the idea in vWv 
of increasing the enpacity ns circum¬ 
stances warrant. 

‘‘The principal business of the propos¬ 
ed smelter *«, -of course, to treat ores for 
zinc, but it will also treat silver and 
lend ores. The company expects to treat 
the ziuc ores of the Kootennys. ami to 
the end that the cheapest possible treat¬ 
ment charges may olxtain, the minea 
of British Columbia shipping zinc ores 
will be expected to concentrate at the 
various concentrating plants now in op¬ 
eration or in course of construction, nnd 
the ores be shipped to the Frank smelter 
in the form of concentrates. It was with 
this idea in view that it was decided to 
locate the smelter nt some one of the coal 
mining towns of the pass. As the smel¬ 
ter will use somewhere in the neighbor¬ 
hood of 15 tons of coal to one of con¬ 
centrates. the advantage of being located 
near the coal is obvious. 

“The site selected is .on the Old Man 
river, just east of the big slide. The 
ground was owned by the Canadian* 
American Coal & Coke Company, nnd

The 
poor villager covers his face with his tur¬ 
ban and goes home filled with sorrow 
ami shame.

When children Mtff»r 
from any kind of throat complaint, such 
ns bronchitis or a cough, the burlier’* 
wife can be depended upon to euro it. 
She rubs the child’s throat with some 
mixture made of herbs, applying It w'tn 
her finger, it is n rough treatment, but 
singularly efficacious. 

Tlie barber’s wife hns regular custom¬ 
ers in nil the Brahmin widows of the 
village, who must have their Deads 
shaved twice a month or so, ! n tok<si of 
their mourning. The mother or widow 
sister <rf a barber always takes up the 
profession of midwife. Very frequently 
she is an angel <if death in thill capacity, 
being both cruel and ignorjnr. Medical 
missions and xennna work are however, 
driving her out' of business nowadays in 
many parts of India.—Exchamp.

The man who borrowed 
one voltirue out of a set of volumes and 
never returned It wus a man who should In- 
treated like vermin—trapped or shot at 
sigiu, or any other of the punishments 
which might be extended to the lowest and 
vilest of mankind. (Loud laughter.) 

Ills Ideal index would be thut which t<>I«l 
them the best book to redd on any subject 
that .they might ask for. but his fear was 
that they" would get nobody to frame any 
such Index because bis life would nut be 
safe. (laughter.) 

There was another Index that he was an¬ 
xious for. He wanted a committee that 
should frame an Index of book* that wetV 
superseded, aud which they might get rid 
of from their shelve*. The greet writ ere 
of old gradually dStmppeared under the 
super-incumbent—he would not say rubbish, 
because he was an author himself—but 
the »uper-lnoum)>ent matter.

He thought that In literature they needed 
one who should act the part of the Muezzin 
on the Mosque, summoning faithful Mo¬ 
hammedans to prayers—one who should 
raise his voice aud recall the names of 
good books and good authors which stood 
In dagger of belug forgotten. As the 
Muezzin was usually Incapable of other 
work, physical or mental, If any’ such offi¬ 
cial were appointed he wna thinking of 
applying for the place. (Laughter.) He 
would think tbe evening of his life exitreme- 
ly well spent by trying to point out those 
authors who. In his Judgment, and In that*) 
of many better than himself, were In some 
danger of being neglected In these days. 

One of the authors who had been unduly 
obscured In late years was Sydney Smith, 
who would be recollected by manor present 
as the sayer of some bcwllderlngly funny 
Jokes. His fear was that under bis repu¬ 
tation, for humor the real merits of that 
great man might be forgotten, for he 
wrote the best sense as well as the best 
nonsense In the world.

Dredging In the Yukon Territory.—Six 
leases of five mile* each may be granted to 
a free miner for a term of twenty years, 
also renewable. 

Tbe lessee's right la confined to the sub¬ 
merged bed or bars In the river below low 
water mark, that boundary to be fixed by 
Its position on the 1st day of August In the 
year of the date of the lease. 

The leasee shall hare one dredge In opera¬ 
tion within two rears from the date of ui« 
lease, and one dredge for each five miles 
within six rears from aurh date. Rental, 
$100 per mile for first year and $10 per 
mile for each subsequent year. Royalty, 
same aa placer mining. 

Placer Mining In the Yukon Territory.— 
Creek, gulch, river and hill claims shall not 
exceed 290 feet In length, measured on the 
base line or general direction of tbe creek 
or gulch, the width being from 1,000 to 
2,000 feet. All other placer claims Shall ba 
260 feet square. 

Claims are marked by two legal posts, 
one at each end, bearing notices.

Barbers' Union Present* Ultimatum to 
the Various Employers. 

There are ominous rumblings in the 
local tonsorinl field which fort ell nn up¬ 
heaval. The barbers’ union ha© present- 
til th© employers with a demand, uay. an 
ultimatum, nnd if it* wishes are not nc- 
ented to by the 1st of January some of 
the shop* will he barberies*. The union 
demand* that the *chedule of prices now 
in operation he it mem Nil by the imposi¬ 
tion of a tariff of five cents per neck 
shave ami five 1 - cents per moustache 
manipulation, in other words, moustache 
curling. 

This amendment was decided 1 upon at 
a recent meeting of the barber©’ union.
